Applicants correctly noted that the claim rejections are 35 USC 103 (a) rejection of Brendel in view of Swildens, and not a 102 (e) 
rejection of Brendel in view of Swildens. 

Applicant argues that Brendel does not disclose a capability for its browser 10 to cache any information associated with server 36. 

In reply, applicants argument is different than what is stated in the claims. The claims state "including information identifying the 
selected gateway". "Information identifying" is a broad limitation interpreted to be any amount of information that can describe the 
selected gateway. This means that it is possible for the selected gateway to be described as belonging to "the plurality of gateways". 
Brendel teaches this type of interpretation because the cached IP address: 230.101.17.200, identifies the website domain (i.e. 
230.101.173.x) which also identifies the domain of the servers in the server farm. The selected server 36 has IP address of 
203.101.17.101 and can be identified (described) as belonging to the domain of 203.101.17.x (see column 2 lines 54-67 and column 4 
lines 40-67). This satisfies claim 1 because it contains the broad limitation of "information identifying", and applicant has failed to detail 
what it includes or excludes. 
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
